OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF  TAMWORTH 

Mr.  Mayor,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  report  on  the 
health  of  the  Borough  of  Tam  worth  and  on  the  work  of  the 
Health  Department,  for  the  year  1962. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  information  for  this  report  has 
been  collected  from  many  and  varied  sources  within  and  outside 
the  Council,  and  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thank¬ 
ing  all  those  concerned,  for  their  help  and  co-operation. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  1962  are  satisfactory  and  compare 
favourably  with  previous  years. 

As  may  be  seen  from  the  table  in  the  body  of  the  report, 
after  adjusting  the  local  figures  in  accordance  with  the  com¬ 
parability  factor  provided  by  the  Registrar  General,  the  figures 
for  Tamworth  also  bear  favourable  comparison  with  those  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a  whole,  except  that  the  birthrate  at  15.5 
in  the  Borough  is  lower  than  the  National  figure.  The  Infant 
Mortality  rate  at  9.3  shows  a  gratifying  drop  from  the  previous 
year’s  figure  of  32.1.  No  deaths  were  attributable  to  childbirth. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  fell 
to  43  during  the  year,  compared  with  366,  mostly  measles,  the 
previous  year.  These  diseases  are  notified  to  the  Public  Health 
Department  by  the  general  practitioners,  and  are  then  forwarded 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health.  In  order  to  compile  accurate  statistics 
at  National  level,  which  are  needed  to  plot  epidemiological 
trends,  it  is  essential  that  all  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease 
are,  in  fact,  notified. 

There  was  only  one  case  of  poliomyelitis,  which  reflects 
the  success  of  the  campaign  in  recent  years  of  vaccination  against 
the  disease  both  by  injection  and  orally,  with  Salk  and  Sabin 
vaccine.  There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning. 
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By  the  end  of  1962  the  first  phase  of  the  new  Leyfields 
Housing  Estate  was  nearly  half  completed,  408  of  the  850  houses 
being  handed  over  to  the  Housing  Department  by  the  con¬ 
tractors.  Seventy-eight  houses  were  represented  to  the  Committee 
as  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  the  various  procedures  under 
the  Housing  Act,  1957,  were  commenced.  One  Clearance  Order, 
involving  15  houses,  was  confirmed  during  the  year. 

As  this  will  be  my  last  report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  Tamworth  Borough,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
expressing  my  gratitude  to  all  Members  and  Officers  of  the 
Council  and  Health  Department  for  their  help  and  co-operation 
at  all  times  during  my  appointment.

An  ambulance  is  stationed  at  Tamworth  and  is  available 
during  the  daytime.  The  Lichfield  ambulance  is  available  at 

all  other  times. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 

Source  of  Supply. — Well  and  bore  hole  at  Hopwas  Pumping 
Station.  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company. 

Treatment1  Before  Distribution. — The  supply  is  chlorinated 
en  route  to  the  high  level  reservoir  at  Hopwas,  and  the 
bulk  supply  from  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks 
Company  is  chlorinated  at  source. 

All  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough  have  a  piped  supply, 
either  direct  into  the  house  or  by  means  of  standpipes.

With  the  assistance  of  the  bulk  supply  from  the  South 
Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company,  it  was  possible  to  give  a 
continuous  supply  to  all  consumers  throughout  the  year,  at 
pressures  ranging  from  301bs.  to  801bs. 

RE  GROUPING  OF  WATER  UNDERTAKINGS 

Negotiations  proceeded  during  the  year  between  the 
Tamworth  Waterworks  Joint  Committee  and  the  South  Stafford¬ 
shire  Waterworks  Company  for  the  transfer  of  the  undertaking 
to  the  latter  Company. 


During  the  year  seven  samples  of  water  have  been  obtained 
by  the  Health  Department  from  domestic  supplies  in  various 
parts  of  the  Borough  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  and 
chemical  examination. 

The  results  were  satisfactory.  The  water  is  not  plumbo 
solvent.  There  is  a  fairly  high  degree  of  hardness. 


OPEN-AIR  SWIMMING  BATHS 

Routine  samples  were  taken  during  the  summer  months 
when  the  baths  were  open.  Bacteriological  analyses  were  all 
satisfactory.  “  Break-point  ”  chlorination  was  used.

The  Borough  of  Tamworth  is  included  in  a  Specified 
Area  and  all  dairymen  who  retail  milk  in  the  Borough  must 
sell  milk  under  special  designation.  The  special  designations 
authorised  to  be  sold  are  “  Pasteurised.”  “  Sterilised  ”  and 
“  Tuberculin  Tested.” 

All  retailers  obtain  their  supplies  so  treated  and  bottled 
from  wholesalers  outside  the  Borough. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

An  employee  of  the  Council  is  trained  and  engaged  in 
part-time  rodent  control  work. 

Three  hundred  and  thirty-eight  inspections  were  made 
and  eighty  premises  were  found  to  be  infested.  The  facilities 
provided  by  the  Council  were  made  available  to  the  owners  or 
occupiers  and  the  infestations  were  successfully  treated  by  pre 
baiting  and  poisoning. 

Half-yearly  treatment  of  the  sewers  and  periodical  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  Council's  refuse  disposal  tip  has  been  carried  out. 

SANITARY  SUPERVISION  OF  PLACES  OF 
AMUSEMENT 

The  cinema  and  other  places  of  entertainment  have 
been  periodically  inspected  with  regard  to  the  sanitary 
accommodation. 

The  managements  have  been  found  anxious  to  maintain 
the  conveniences  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and  any  defects 
found  have  at  once  been  remedied.
